Marmaduke Hogan, who was born in 1792 somewhere in North Carolina, came to 
White County sometime during the 1850's, at the tims of the 1860 census he 
and his wifv, Nancy, who was also born about 1792 somewhere in North Carolina, 
were living in the vicinity of Velvct Ridge with two of their youngest child- 
rent Elianbeth, who wis born about 1633; and Sanders, who wis born about 
1636. Today Highway #167 passes through Velvet Ridge, north of Bald Knob, 
Marmaduke hrs been traced to the 1830 census for Montgomcry County, 
North Carolina, where he wis living east of the Yackin ance Pedee Rivers, 
Sometime in the 1810's he moved his family to Madison County, Tennessee, in 
the vinicity of Beuch Bluff, where he remained until sometime in the 1850's 
| when he emigratcea to Arkanses. No record after 1860 has been found for 
Marmaduke, but Hogans who surely were his cescendants later apneared in the 
far western part of White County on the Faulkner County line, ‘in the vicinity 
of Mount Vernon, 

There is a great degree of certainty heb, Marmaduke and Naney were the 
parents of Caswell Hogan, who was born about 1823, and his brother, Calvin, 
who was born rbout 1820, both in North Carolina, There probably was a 

third brother in their _ group: Iseaich, who was born about 1825. These 
three Hogan indivicuals are found as married men in the 1850 census for 
Madison County, Tennessee, living in Civil District #17 alone «ith Marmaduke 
and Nancy, This particular census also rvveals that Mermacuks in’ Nancy also 
| had a daughter named Mary, who was born about 1825, Calvin ant “Yostbh are 

lost, as far as ccnsus recores arc concerned, after the 1850 census; but 

Caswell appears in the 1860 census for Craighead County in Northeast arkansas, 
He later move? to White County, 
i Caswell Hogan, known as "Css," and Jane ("Jennie") Johnson were married 
on August 3, 185, in Madison County, Tennessec, Jane, the Caughter of 
Obediah Johnson, wrs torn in North Carolina about 16238, Like the Hogans, the 
Johnsons were from Montgomery County, Morth Carolina, The Johnsons left 
North Carolina carlictr, moving to Mnrcison County, Tennessee, about the mid- 
1830's, All of Caswoll's and Janc's six children were born in Madison County, 
| Tennessee: Amanca ("Mandy"), about 18:6; William ("Bill"), about 188; 
Thomas A, ("Tom"), October 29, 1352; Christopher Columbus ("Lum"), March 8, 
1855; Zlizabcth ("Bet"), about 1856; and Kobort Merica ("Mack"), December 8, 
1858, It apparently was shortly after the birth of Mack that the family 
left for Arkansnas, 

After a brief sojourn in Craighead County, Caswell moved his family to 
White County, or possibly just across the line in what was then Conway County 
but is Faulkner County today, Caswell died in this vicinity sometime during 
the 1860's, He died of measles which settled on his lungs, One siery says 
that he died during the Civil War and that he was a soldier in the war. This 
particular story relates that he became ili with measles while he was in the 
army and was sent home to recuperate, Cn the journey home he became worse, 
probably due to exposure; and after reaching home he soon died, He is buried 
somewnere in the Mount Vernon area, in White or Faulxner County, apnarently 
withcut an inscribed stone,

cotton gin in Mount Vernon, later moving to Craighead county, where his home 
was when he died in Fort Smith in 1951.

Jane Johnson Hogan moved to Indian Territory with her youngest son, 
Mack, and livcd with him and his family until her death about 1896 near Eufa- 
wla. Hor life was one of varied backgrounds, She spent her early childhood 
an North Carolinas; she was a bride and young mother in Temncssco; she was a 
widow in Arkansas; and then there were the senior ycars in Cklahoma, -Her 
father, Obediah Johnson, and most of her brothers and sisters remained in 
-TenncesSscoe. 

Marmaduke and Nancy Hogan probably are buried somewhere in White County, 
but efforts to find any records of thom aftcr the 1860 census have been un- 
successful, Nor has it been possible to find any later information about two 
of their childrun, Mary and Sanders, It was their daughter, dlizabeth,surely, 
who was married to Thomas Smith, a native of Ireland, about 1851, The Smiths 
becme residents of whet is today Faulkner County, living in Newton and 
Muddy Bayou Townships on the edge of White County (211 of the Hogans associa. 
ted with Conway and Faulkner Counties lived in either of these townships). 
The Smith children, all born in the 1860's and early 1870's, were Willian, 
Alice, Thomas, Hugh, Edward, Robert, and Henry, Eli,abcth hegan.Smith pro- 
bably died in the 1870's, 

, Calvin Hogzn, Caswell's older brother, had becn marricd thout 18L1 in 
North Carolina to a woman named Mary, and their children incluced Atlas, 
James, Sarah, Zachariah, Lou, Norgarct, and Fannie. Calvin moved scmewherc 
west, His grandniecc, ts ‘sie, remembered her mother saying that Calwin on 
his way west stopped in White County to visit his nephew, Tom, This apnrre 
ently was in the 1870! s, and "west" in those days could have been anywhere 
west of White County, Years later Calvin's daughter, Lou, lived in the White~ 
Faulkner area and was a school teacher, She was first martied to Tom Poole 
and then to Thomas Smith, the widower of Pigat ncth Hogan Smiths 

Caswell anc Calvin! s probable brother, Isaish, was married to Sarah 
Johnson in 18:9 in Madison County, TAME and after the 1850 census 
vanished from records. 

: Hogan dufinately is an Irish namc, and in ireland it is frequently 
found. It originally meant the grandson of little Og, At the time this 
particular Hogan line must have come to america, much of the Irish immigre- 
tion was from Northern Ireland, There is a dim story remembered in one br- 
anch of the Hogan family about three Hogan brothers leaving Ireland and sail- 
ing together to jmerica, But the details are lost, Many of the Hogans of 
the generation of Caswell and Jane's children seemed to have very dark hair-~ 
almost jet black-- and fair skin and blue eyes, a complexion often found in 
‘Ireland. 

From somewhere in Treland to White and Paulkner Counties, eventually -- 
and on to Indian territory: it was a long way, both in miles and in Hogan 
generations,

Arthur L. Hogan, James Hodges, Thomas Hale, Ward Wooten, A. Moore, W. Lane and others 
immigrated from North Carolina to this section, then called Cumberland, in 1796. They stopped and 
raised a crop on White's Creek in Davidson County, near Nashville. After harvesting their crop the 
entire party started out in search of a large tract of land which had been granted to Col. Cam Hogan for 
military services in the Revolutionary War by the State of North Carolina, and which he upon his death 
had given to his nephews, Arthur L. Hogan being one of them. The party followed the windings of the 
Cumberland River, and after several days' travel reached the mouth of a little creek on the opposite 
bank from where Carthage was afterwards located, and where they found the lands they were seeking. 
The stream was called Hogan's Creek in honor of Col. Hogan whose large military grant included its 
entire extent from its source to its mouth. 


"A local legend of Smith County history concerns Arthur Hogan's arrival by foot after his horse had 
dropped dead a few miles from the New Caney Fork, his destination. H soon saw on the north side of 
the Cumberland River the home of Colonel William Walton whose daughter Rachel would marry 
Arthur about 1800. Walton's plantation was at Walton's Landing where the town of Carthage is located 
today....Arthur Hogan's plantation at Hogan's Creek on the south side of the-River was to be known as 


Enoch," -Dr. Barry Hayes 


A daughter of Col. William Walton "married Arthur S. Hogan, who was the grand son of Col. Sam. 
Hogan who was killed'in the Revolutionary War, perhaps at the battle of Guilford Court House, from 
whom he inherited a large body of land in this county, known as 'Hogan's survey.’ One of the daughters 
of this marriage, married Isaac Goodall. Mr. Goodall represented Smith County more than once in the 
representative branch of the State Legislature. Mrs. Goodall raised two daughters, one of whom still 
resides in the county, the widow of the late David H. Campbell, having a number of children, both sons 
and daughters. 

Another daughter of Mrs. Hogan married Hon. James Rucks, who lived in Carthage some years, then 
moved to Nashville and from thence to Mississippi. Mr. Rucks was a member of the County Court, but 
never held any political office. He moved to the state of Alabama where he died. One or more of his 
sons settled in Mississippi where a number of their descendants are understood to still reside." 


History of Smith County, TN 
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property was in the possession of Elizabeth's brother, Thomas Whitmell. The father also left Elizabeth 
six slaves "during her natural life," but if she had no heirs, they were to be "divided among my four 
children." She had no children by either husband. A Franklin Co., Al, newspaper reported that, 
because Elizabeth had no heirs when she died in October 1824, John J. Bell and his wife Anne Smith 
Whitmell Bett, Elizabeth's sister, brought suit in 1827 against Arthur to recover the negroes.

Term, 1827. It appeared in evidence that in 1798 Thomas B. Whitmell, Father of Anne S. Bell, the 
plaintiff's wife by a clause in his will bequeathed Negroes in question to his Daughter Elizabeth West 
Whitmell in the following words "lend to my Daughter Elizabeth West Whitmell six Negroes during 
her natural life; and if said daughter should have an heir or heirs, I then give to said heir or heirs the 
said Negroes. If she has no heirs, then the said Negroes are to be divided among my four Children, 
Thomas Whitmell, Drew S. Whitmell, Anne E. Whitmell and Thomas West Whitmell.” The said 
Elizabeth West Whitmell soon after the making of said will intermarried with one Claudius David L. 
and afterwards the Negroes went into their possession. Thomas West Whitmell died under age and 
without issue in the lifetime of Elizabeth, Thomas and Drew S. Whitmell in October 1813 released to 
said Elizabeth while she was Wife of Claudius David L. by deed of all their interest in slaves, and also 
died without issue. Claudius David L. died and left all his Negro property to his wife, who afterward 
intermarried with Arthur S. Hogan, the defendant and in October 1824 she died without issue never 
having any children.”

Moses Reeves versus B. B. UHLS. The bill of complaint of Moses Reeves of Smith County against 


Bartlett B. Uhls of the same place. Sometime in the early part of Nov 1838 said Reeves and Uhls went 
to Tuscumbia, Alabama for the purpose of purchasing a tract of land from the heirs of William Hogan 
deceased, lying on Hogan’s Creek in Smith County. This land lies adjoining the lands of said Reeves 
and the defendant. Before they started to Tuscumbia where two of the heirs live, it was agreed between 
Reeves and Uhls that they should make a joint purchase of the land. They made a joint purchase of 200 
acres for $750.The two heirs that live at Tuscumbia are James Hogan and Pruet (who has intermarried 
with Elizabeth Hogan, one of said heirs) for himself and wife, and also as the agent of William Hogan, 
the other heir (who lives in Mississippi).It was agreed that each would pay one half of the purchase 
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money. The defendant had a negro boy that he desired to put into payment at the price of $600. The boy 
was not present, being at the home of the defendant in Smith County. It was agreed by the bargainers 
and defendant that they would take the boy. Complainant and defendant set out for home. After arriving 
home Mr. Jones, the county surveyor determined that there were more than 200 acres. Reeves and Uhls 
supposed that they had made a favorable purchase. A conveyance was procured to take the boy to 
Alabama. Reeves was not in the least suspect anything improper or unfair on the part of the said 
Bartlett B. Uhls. After a few days absence, the defendant returned with a deed of conveyance, but 
behold when it was produced it turns out to be, instead of a joint deed, -a-deed te-defendant-alone for the 
whole of the land. He now positively refuses to convey one half of said lands to the said Moses Reeves. 
The court orders that the complainant’s bill be taken for confessed. A hearing is set. Ex. Parte. 10 Aug

NANCY UNKNOWN: 
As the administrator of William's estate, his brother Arthur conveyed 232 acres of William's land, 


possibly the last parcel of his inheritance, to William Lynch who had been the recipient of previous 
conveyances by William. This posthumous transaction may have been the consequence of a suit 
against the estate of William Hogan by a Nancy Hogan. It is possible that she was his widow and that 


her maiden name was Lynch.

"On the twelfth of November, 1833, Mrs. Gist was married to Mr. John Hogun, a man more than 
twenty years her senior. He possessed few personal attractions, and still fewer intellectual or social 
accomplishments. But he owned two large plantations, one in the neighborhood of Mrs. Gist's 
residence, and another in Mississippi. Both of these were well stocked, the slaves numbering more than 
one hundred. 


This was a large framed house, situated on a rich plantation, about four miles from her late abode, and 
four and a half miles from Tuscumbia. The former Mrs. Hogun had been dead four or five years, and 
her eldest daughter, Miss Louisa, had since her decease, presided at her father's table. This young lady 
was married soon after her father, and there were then three children left at home, John, Robert, and 
Thirmuthis. 

Mr. Hogun was emphaticaily.a hard man....To his own children he was ever indulgent; to his neighbors 
and acquaintances, smooth-tongued and polite; but he had a will that could net breek resistance, and a 
temper which, when roused, was capable of inflicting any cruelty."

Family letters now deposited in the Lyndon B. Johnson Center of the University of Texas in Austin 


suggest that he was a spirited, fun-loving fellow. When his daughter Mary Smith Hogan Hendon wrote 
to her son John Hogan Hendon on 21 December 1860 shortly before the outbreak of the Civil War 
about feeling "blue from gloomy prospects ahead" but hoping "the anticipation of them are worse than 
the reality will be," she added that she had "not heard a word from your Grand Pa" but was sure "he is 
enjoying himself." Another son James Albert Hendon, Jr., wrote his sister Donna Etta Hendon on 19 
November 1866 in terms suggesting that the great calamity which the South had suffered had not 
dampened the spirits of the 74-year-old Smith Hogan. Even though the family had lost much of its 
considerable wealth, to be described in due course, Hendon noted in this letter from "(Homewood) 
Plantation" in Mississippi: "Grand Pa has gone on a visit to Tuscumbia. There will be a wedding up 
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there in Dec. and he was certain of receiving an ‘invite’ and said he was going to dance. 1 would like 
very much to see him dancing. He would undoubtedly make a beautiful figure at it...I will write him 
tonight as it pleases him so much to get letters." The Hendon correspondence suggests that during or 
just after the Civil War, he had moved to Forest, Mississippi some ten miles north of the Hendon 
plantation where he opened-a bookstore that also sold stationery and related items and was a printing 
shop as well. He evidently lived just across the street from the Hendon townhouse. In the Census of 
1870 for Scott-County, Mississippi, he is listed as 78 years of age and living at the same visit, #170, as 
his son James Wiley Hogan and his granddaughter Anne Rand. The next visit, #171, was that of his 
son-in-law, James Albert Hendon. The last mention of Smith Hogan in any surviving family letter was 
written from Sommerville, Tennessee, by his grandson John Hogan Hendon to his sister Donna on 15 
January 1871: "Much-love to. Grand Pa." He died probably during the winter of 1873/74, as his son 
James Wiley Hogan soon thereafter departed Mississippi for Texas.

Dr. Smith Hogun died at his son's Capt. J.W. Hogun's, on the 18th, aged 78 yrs. He was a native of 
Halifax County, N.C. In 1818, after his marriage to Harriet Croom, he removed to Franklin County, 
Ala., where he lost his wife. From thence he settled in Monroe County, Miss. Since the war he had 
lived among his children. For the last few years he survived in total blindness.

In Mother Monroe, Mrs. Jerry Anderson Harlow provides evidence suggesting that he was a lawyer in 
Monroe Co., MS by April 1848 when as the trustee of the estate of James M. Mayberry he received, 
evidently as his remuneration, a long list of items as well as a house on lot #21 in Aberdeen. He was 
also a trustee in 1867 for the estate of B. C. Burnett. 


1849 - Will of father left him most of the Lowndes-Monroe plantation. It was strategically located neas 
Cotton Gin Port and evidently productive enough to require the employment of an overseer, Thomas J. 
Womble. 


Nashville newspaper: 

We have seen letters from Tuscumbia dated 2nd last (August 1837) by which we learn that on the 
morning of the 1st, about 3 o'clock, a fire broke out en the premises just East af Simpson & Hubert's 
grocery and Commission Store on 6th Street and very soon communicated to that establishment. 
Before any discernable help could be collected the whole building was in flames, which spread with 
such rapidity that in a very short time the whole block of brick buildings to main street (six tenements) 
was completely enveloped in flames and all that was in the power of citizens to do was to contain the 
fire to the block, which was in ruin by day light in the morning. 

It is supposed that Simpson & Hubert have lost from $12,00 to $15,000 in goods, besides nearly all 
their books and papers. Messrs. J. & W. B. Hogan, it is supposed have lost between two and three 
thousand dollars in goods. 

The fire is supposed to be accidental. The two insurance offices in this place are losers to a 
considerable amount by the fire. 


It appears that Simpson and Hubert had just received a load of goods from the steamboat Wheeling 
which they had restocked their store. They advertised all types of hardware with 20 new anvils, 
shovels, spades, rakes, hay and dung forks, and a good assortment of steel. This could explain the large 


sum lost in the fire. 
The Hogans had bought the store they were in just a year and half before the fire. They had bought the 


business from P. H. & H. W. Prout. They advertised their business as a dry goods and grocery store on 
#2 Planters Row.
